PARIS, Sept. 14.—President Poincare 
has decorated the city of Verdun with 
the Russian St. George’s Cross, the Brit- 
ish military cross, the Italian and Ser- 
vin gold medals for valor, the Belgian 
cross of Leopold, the Montenegrin gold 
medal and the French Legion of Honor 
and war cross, which are awarded by 
the allied sovereigns in recognition of 
Verdun’s heroic defense. The President 
further announced that the Emperor of 
Japan had decided to give the city an 
uward of honor.

Only Two of Fos Survived. 

“How many of the 20 men you shot 
down lived after the fight?’ I asked 
him, telling of America’s aprpeciation 
of his heroism. 

“Only two, unfortunately,’”” be re- 
sponded with feeling. They all fought 
so well I was sorry luck was against 
them. I think most of the 18 were 
killed by bullets from my machine, or 
died in the fall, a few meeting death in 
smashing on the ground. One English- 
man, Wilson, and one French officer 
remained alive; the others died for their 
countries.“ 

When I asked as to a comparison be- 
tween the English and French flyers, 
Boelke hesitated and then said he had 
noticed no great difference; that both 
were courageous and skillful, with per- 
haps a distinction to be observed in the 
spirit animating them, the English 
never lacking the inexplicable—to the 
‘German mind—spirit of sport, while the 
French took it fatalistically, with grim- 
mest earnestness. 8

have done much good work over the en- 
emy’s forces, but it used to be true in 
part about the fighters.

His broth- 
er officers, by whom he is much liked, 
say the English always try to seek out 
the neighborhood where Boelke is sup- 
posed to be, in hopes of having a 80 
with him, but he holds to the strictest 
line of duty and never goes into action 
unless directed to do so. 

In other words, he holds to the same 
spirit, so striking a characteristic of all 
the German army—team work, one for 
all, never one for himself. It is that 
whieh makes Boelke so well liked. 
Boelke paid a high tribute to Lieut. 
Immelmann, killed recently after mak 
ing his twelfth score, and added that 
what he and Immelmann had done is 
equally possible, with equal luck, to all 
other flying officers. 

But that there is more to Boelke’s rec- 
ord than mere luck is shown by.the fact 
that on the day following his twentieth 
prize, two of his companions were killed 
trying to stop an English raiding 
party of eight aeroplanes that flew over 
the German lines bombarding railroad 
stations. The fight, which was at 5:30 
Wednesday afternoon, showed the ex 
ceptional courage of the Germans in 
taking on such a superior force. 

Asked as to the method he pursued 
in his big-game hunting, Boelke said:

LONDON, Sept. 14—Athens dispatches

ATHENS,. Greece, Tuesday, Sept. 12.— 
Every effort to persuade Alexander Zai- 
mis, the aged Premier, to remain in of- 
fice was fruitless. His pride was 
wounded by the appearance of the allied 
fleet off Piraeus at the moment nego- 
tiations were beginning for the entry 
of Greece ihto the war. The arrest of 
Austrians and Germans in Athens by 
French and British agents and the in- 
vasion of the French legation by ruf- 
fians, Ww fired shots there, taken in 
conjunction with the continual interna’ 
discord in the face of a great nationa: 
crisis, completely disoouraged the entire 
Cabinet. The result was not only to 
precipitate the retirement of the Zaimia 
ministry, but to bring to a standstill, 
and possibly even to end, all discussior 
of a departure from neutrality of 
Greece. 

“I hope the entente now sees where 


jits policy of trying to force matters 


leads,’’ a prominent Greek official, with 
sympathies for the entente, said to the 
Associated Press today. ‘‘The moral 
effect of Gréece’s entry into the war 
with the allles unquestionably would 
have been a shortening of the war by 
many months. Without a figure like 
Zaimis, detached from politics, to con- 
duct the negotiations, there is scarcely 
a ghost of a chance that this can be 
arranged. God knows nobody in Greece 
has opposed entry into the war for the

They 
receive 8 cents a quart for milk sold. 
A quart of milk costs them 2.9 cents 
at the country milk station. They re- 
ceive 22-cents 4 gallon for milk sold at 
Wholesale. A gallon of milk costs therm 
11.61 cents at the country station. 
Large Dairies Net Preducers. 

The larger dairies of St. Louis are not 
milk producers. They fot the most part 
buy the milk they sell from farmers 
Illinois and Missouri, the greater part 
of it coming from Miihots points within 
a radive of 60 miles of St. Louis. The 
dairies act as distributing agents, or re- 
tailers. They buy the milk from the 
farmers and after putting it through a 
simple process sell it to the consumers. 

A reporter, seeking to learn the va- 
rious stages through which the milk 
pasées, interviewed executive officers of | 
the larger dairies and also farmers who 
owh the cows which produce the milk. 
Fach of the dairies owns at various 
milk centers in Illinois what they term 
country milk stations,. at which the 
farmers déliver the milk they pro- 
fvee. St. Louis affords almost the | 
only market for the large milk pro- 
duction of the Southern giinois ter- 
ritoty tributary to St. Louis. : 
Until the last few years it was cus- 
tomary for the dairies to take the 
milk and at the end of the month pay 
fot it such price as they desired. This 
has been changed, and while ach 
dairy fixes the price it will pay, the 
producers by orgmanizing an associa- 
tion, have forced the dairies to post 
their price in advance. A year ago 
there was a producers' strike. which 
continued for several days, the pro- 
ducers emptying the milk on the 
ground rather than deliver it to the 
country milk stations to be taken at | 
the dairies’ price. 
The organization forced the dairies to 
post a price, which was $1.20 per 100 
pounds, The dairies say that bonuses 
they pay to haulers between the farmé 
and the country milk stations makes 
the price of milk delivered at the sta- 
tions average $1.35 per 100 pounds. 
A gallon of milk weighs 8.6 pounds. 
Thus in 100 pounds of milk there afe 
11.68 gallons. At $1.35 a hundred pounds 
the milk at the country stations costs 
the dairfes 11.81 per gallon. 

Cost of Refrigeration. 

Some of the country stations are 
owned by the dairies. Others are owned 
by producers and leased by tim daſries. 
At nearly all the country stations art 
refrigreation plants where the dairies 
lower the temperature of the milk to 
50 degrees for shipment. According to

From ‘this profit of 16 cents the 
daities pay cost of pasteurization, 
bottling and delivery to the consumer 
and their earning on their invested cap- 
ital.

BOOMERANG IN 8-HOUR LAW 


Chicago Editor Says Adamson Act 
Might Prevent Railways From Pay- 
ing in Fall for Shorter Hours. 

MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich., Sept. 14. 
—Samuel C. Dunn of Chicago, editor of 
a railroad magazine, who acted in an 
advisory capacity in the negotiations 
which preceded the passage of the Ad- 
amson law, suggested in a speech here 
last night that the eight-hour law may 
prove a boomerang to the brotherhoods. 
He addressed delegates to the conven- 
tion of the Railway Signal Association. 

“This law,“ sald Dunn, does not lim- 
it the number of hours that railway 
employes may work in a day. It merely 
limits the number of hours that the 
railway may require them to work, be- 
fore it pays them a day’s wages. In 
other words, it fixes an eight-hour pay- 
day, and not an eight-hour workday. 

“It is certain that under this law, if 
it should be upheld, the railways would 
have to pay a day’s wage for eight 
hours’ work, but is it not equally ob- 
vious that the law prohibits them from 
paying any employe in train service a 
day’s wage before he has done at least 
eight hours’ work? It says eight hours, 
no more and no less, shall be the stand- 
ard. It would appear, therefore, that un- 
der this provision, if the railways should 
pay any employe a day’s wage for less 
than eight hours’ work, they would 
violate the law and subject themselves 
to its pains and penalties.’’ 

Many trainmen in passenger service, 
it is said, receive full pay for less than 
eight hours’ work.

many Questions asked about the disposition made 
of the 72 German merchant ships seized by that 
Government upon its declaration of war. It says: 


Of the 72 ships Portugal has leased 51 to 
Great Britain, and she receives 14. shillings 
for each gross ton per month. The total ton- 
nage being 180,000, the net income monthly to 
Portugal from this source is approximately 
$1,000,000. The remaining 21 ships Portugal 
herself utilizes for her America and colonial 
shipping, and reaps another handsome profit 
from it.

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SCHOOL MILITARY TRAINING. 
The military training for boys in the senior 


outiined by Supt. Blewett in Wednesday's Post- 
Dispatch, is to be voluntary. The Board of Edu- 
cation is to be commended for putting the plan 
into effect in the careful and thorough manner 
sketched by the Superintendent. 

This plan provides for 84 hours of drill during 
the school year, of which 10 drills are to be with- 
out arms, 10 with arms, 20 in close order forma- 
tion, 20 in extended order formation and 24 in 
“ceremonies,” which include advance guard, rear 
guard and sentry duty.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.— Both Japan 
and Russia have given the United States 
formal assurances that the new Russian- 
Japanese treaty does not repeal or af- 
fect the treaties of 197 and 1910, in 
which those nations pledged themselves 
to maintain the integrity of China and 
the open-door policy. 

The assurances were given to Ambas- 
sadors Guthrie at Tokio and Francis at 
Petrograd, in response to inquiries. The 
State Department received from Mr. 
Guthrie a note on the subject addressed 
to him by the Japanese Foreign Of- 
fice, stating in unequivocal terms that 
Japan had not for a moment entertained 
any intention of departing from these 
policies. 

Department officials let it be 
known that the statements were en 
tirely satisfactory and that inquiries | 
regarding the new treaty, over which | 
they had been considerably perturbed, 
probably would not be pressed fur- 
ther. 

The note resulted from inquiries made 
by Ambassador Guthrie at Tokio by 
direction of the State Department re- 
garding the effect of the new treaty. 

Assurances From Japan. 

A statement issued today by the State 
Department says: 

This request was transmitted through 
Ambassador Guthrie Aug. 16. An oral 
response was made at that time, re- 
affirming adherence to the open door’ 
policy, but the Japanese Government 
has now most courteously added in a 
note to the Ambassador dated Sept, 13, 
the following assurance:

“The Minister for Foreign Affairs of 
the Imperial Russian Government in like 
manner assured the American Ambas- 
sador in response to his inquiry that his 
Government had not withdrawn from the 
conventions of 1907 and 1910, but will 
maintain unimpaired the provisions of 
those agreements notwithstanding the 
fact that no mention of them was made 
in the convention of 1916.“ 

What the Conventions Are. 

The treaties of 1907 and 1910 between 
Japan and Russia affirmed China’s terri- 
torial integrity and the open-door policy. 
Article 2 of the 1907 treaty, which was 
reaffirmed with slightly different word- 
ing in the 1910 convention, reads: 

“The two high contracting 
recognize the independence and territo- 
rial integrity of the Empire of China 
and the principle of equal opportunity 
in whatever concerns commerce and in- 
a 1 of all nations in that empire, 
ig and engaged to sustain and defend .

They felt these assurances left 
no doubt as to the maintenance of the 
open-door policy and regard for Amar- 
ican interests in China under the terme 
of the new Russc-Japanese treaty, al- 
though its text has not vet been made 
public. Officials do not expect that 
American inquiries at Tokio and Petr 0 
grad will be pressed further and that a 
copy of the new convention will be for- 
warded in due course.

American Flyweight Matched to 
Battle 20 Rounds at National 
Sporting Club. 


Jimmy Pappas, known as the Atlanta 
“Greek Demon’’ and conceded by his 
manager to be the flyweight champion 
of the United States, is in St. Louis 
seeking one more match ere he departs 
for England, late this month, to meet 
Jimmy Wilde, the British flyweight 
champion, who has caused such a fu- 
rore abroad. 

Pappas told the Post-Dispatch that he 
had been matched to fight Wilde, late in 
October, and that he expected to depart 
from this country to finish his training 
abroad. between Sept. 25 and Oct. 1. 

His match with Wilde, he says, will 
take place before the National Sporting 
Club of London. It is scheduled to go 
20.rounds, weight 112 pounds ringside. 

Pappas is a good little boxer. He haz 
fought here several times against ban- 
tamweight fighters to most of whom he 
conceded weight. 

Recently in Atlanta he met Pete Her- 
man, who is considered a strictly first- 
flight bantamweight. Atlanta newspa- 
per clippings indicate that Pappas held 
his heavier opponent even and de- 
scribed the contest as a “brilliant one 
on both sides.’’ 

Pappas can hit hard, assimilate pun- 
ishment and is aggressive and game. 
Wilde’s reputation is chiefly foreign. 
He recently defeated an American boy 
named Rosner for what was advertised 
as the world’s flyweight title. But few 
persons ever heard of Rosner in this 
country and he was not one of the three 
fighters named over a year ago by the 
American Boxing Commission as de facto 
candidates for the Amerfcan flyweight 
title. 

Wilde, whose dimensions and weight 
bar him from army service, has made 
himself immensely popular by boxing in 
many benefits for the English soldiers. 
He has whipped all his own class and, 
like Pappas, has been fighting and beat- 
ing men in the bantamweight division.
